-year Sentence given 
in 2015 NAU shooting

FLAGSTAFF — More than four years 
after a deadly shooting rocked the 
Northern Arizona University campus, 
the former student charged with killing 
one student and seriously injuring three 
others was sentenced to six years in 
prison on Tuesday. 

Steven Jones, 23, faced up to10 years 
in prison after pleading guilty to one 
count of manslaughter and three counts 
of aggravated assault last month. 

Before being sentenced, Jones ad- 


dressed the victims and their relatives 
in the courtroom. 

“If it were possible I would in a heart- 
beat right now trade places with Colin 
Brough,” Jones said. “If he could be 
home with his family and I could be 
dead, I would do that. But that’s not pos- 
sible.” 

The victims and their families asked 
Coconino County Superior Court Judge 
Dan Slayton at the hearing on Tuesday 
to impose the maximum sentence al- 
lowed under the plea.

DOJ reverses Stone sentence recommendation 


In an unusual move, the federal Jus- 
tice Department has backed away from 
recommending a stiff prison sentence 
for Roger Stone, the convicted longtime 
ally of President Donald Trump. 

The backtracking follows Trump’s 
public criticism of the recommendation 
by career prosecutors that Stone serve 
seven to nine years in prison.

In a court filing Monday, the U.S. At- 
torney’s Office for the District of Colum- 
bia said Stone had committed a “direct 
and brazen attack on the rule of law” by 
“consciously, repeatedly, and flagrant- 
ly” obstructing a federal investigation. 
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Tuesday, the Justice Department 
reversed course after Trump tweeted 
that the recommendation was a “mis- 
carriage of justice.” 

After Tuesday’s reversal, federal at- 
torneys who had worked on Stone’s 
case quit the prosecution team.

Klobuchar finishing 3rd 
in New Hampshire vote

MANCHESTER, N.H. - Bernie 
Sanders held a narrow lead over Pete 
Buttigieg in the New Hampshire Dem- 
ocratic primary Tuesday night as the 
two ideological opposites battled it out 
for front-runner status in the chaotic 
nomination fight to take on President 
Donald Trump. 

Minnesota Sen. Amy Klobuchar, a 
Midwestern moderate like former 
Mayor Buttigieg, was trailing in third 
place. It was an unexpectedly strong 
showing for Klobuchar, who surged 
following a standout debate perfor- 
mance on Friday. 

“Tonight in New Hampshire, as ev- 
eryone had counted us out even a week 
ago,” Klobuchar said, “I came back and 
we delivered.” 

With votes still coming in, the race 
was too early to call. But the night was 
disappointing for two prominent
